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Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
upon close review of the claims, the prior art, and applicant's remarks in the RCE filed on 6-23- 
08, it appears that the allowance of claims 1-23 are appropriate. 

U.S. Pat. No. 7,343,161 by Shin discloses providing a packet data call connection 
between a source mobile station and a destination mobile station in a wireless network (see Fig. 
2 and Fig. 4A) comprising a first base station communicating with the source mobile station and 
a second base station conmmicating with the destination mobile station (see column 4) and a 
mobile switching center controlling the first and second base stations and streaming data 
application through the packet data call connection (see columns 4, 5, 7). The first base station 
receives a call set up message with a service option fi-om the source mobile station requesting a 
MS-MS packet data call connection to the destination mobile station (see column 5) rather than 
the first base station initiates establishment of the MS-MS packet data call connection on a local 
Internet Protocol network coupling the first and second base stations by transmitting an IP 
address of the first base station. Therefore, Shin does not meet the requirements of the claimed 
invention. 

Further, it would be contrary to the teaching in Shin to include in response to the first 
message, the first base station transmitting an IP address of the first base station since Shin does 
not include the first and second base stations transferring data signals with a local IP network and 
the first base station does not send an IP address of a local IP network to begin setting up the 
packet data call conneciton.
